The “family trees” of Califor¬ 
nia’s trees soon will be traced 
down, charted and presented to 
the public in book form, if nego¬ 
tiations started by State Forester 
,M. B. Pratt reach a successful 
conclusion. The dendrology, or 
study of the trees, furthermore, 
will be restricted to common trees 
of California, rather than a few 
oi the aristocrats of the forests, 
to permit residents of the state 
to acquaint themselves with the 
history and peculiarities of the 
species which they most frequent- 
I ly come in contact with. 

“Our belief,” explained the 
state forester, “is that the people 
will have a higher regard for 
their trees if they know them. 
The book, according to present 
plans, will be made available 
without charge to all lovers of 
trees, and should have the effect 
of bringing about a deeper appre¬ 
ciation of our, greater natural re¬ 
sources, particularly the forests.” 

In addition to giving the life 
story of each California tree of 
cprnmon variety the book will 
carry drawings and other illustra¬ 
tions. It will represent an excel¬ 
lent, but non-technical text for 
the person who would know more 
of the trees that compri.se Cali¬ 
fornia’s great forests. 

Some of the trees listeil for in¬ 
clusion in the book are the Cali¬ 
fornia Buckeye, California Laurel, 
Black Oak, Interior Live Oak, Val¬ 
ley Oak, Blue Oak, Tan Oak, Cal¬ 
ifornia Black Walnut, Sugar Pine, 
Yellow' Pine, Digger Pine, Knob- 
cone Pine, Monterey Pine, Red 
Fir, White Fir, Big Tree, Red¬ 
wood, Incense Cedar and the 
Monterey Cypress.

In his many travels, which have 
t.’ik^yi him to all parts of the 
■World, Mr. Khoade.s has time and 
again encountered friends who 
formerly stopped at the villa, in 
the days when it was famous 
from coast to coast as one of the 
resorts of California. Invariably 
the beauty of the setting, the ma¬ 
jestic hills, the spreading oaks 
and the lovely gardens have been 
recalled by the guests at the 
hotel, which was in,tho.se days the 
only stop between the foothills 
and Los Angeles, over the old 
Orange 'Grave avenue road. 

Memories of the .scenic beauty, 
the climate and the neighbors 
who began to settle the valley 
shortly before he left in 1884 
have drawn Mr. Rhoades back to 
Sierra Madre, after an absence of 
forty years, to make his perma¬ 
nent residence. 

During the past few days Mr. 
and Mrs. Rhoades have been look¬ 
ing about the community for a 
spot in which to locate, but have 
not yet deciiied upon the exact 
site for their home. 

In the mean time they have 
visiU-sl the original Rhoades home, 
which still stands on the mesa 
w^t of town, and incidents of 
boyhood, spent in that lovely 
spot, are recalled. 

In the (lays when there was no 
town of Sierra .Madre, and the 
nearest ranch was the Baldwin 
phice, Mr. Rhoades, Sr., ami his 
family arrived from the ea.st to 
locate in the foothills. In 1874 
the residence, which later was ad- 
iled to and u.seil as a regional 
home, was built. 

The rolling acres, used then 
only as pasture for sheep, as was 
the vast and fertile acreage lying 
tetween the hills and Los Ange¬ 
les, were planted to oranges, arul 
the Rhoades grove became one 
of the first in this .section of the 
valley, patterned upon tho.se 
young groves near what is now 
•Alhambra and Monrovia. 

The envy of the country side 
in tho.se days of pioneering was 
the family phaeton brought from 
the east for Mr. Rhoade.s’ mother, 
and used by her when she went 
to Los Angeles. During the win¬ 
ter months, when the “middle 
roail,”—now the crowded V'alley 
Boulevard—wa.s used to reach th« 
village of Los Angeles where the 
month’s tr-mling was done, the 
nhaeton was i)erjodically stuck in 
oi.e 'dobe road bed until help was 
enmmoned from the nearest 
ofincho. 

I"'* Los Angeles-bound travelers in 
days invariably went urined, 
only against the wild beasts I 
of prey which prowled the valley 
ivfter dark, but al.so against the 
notorious band of cattle anti horse 
thieves who had heailquarters in 
the Santa Monica hills, and who 
preyed on the whole valley. 

At the insistnnee of friends, 
who were continually visiting the 
Rhoades home, tlie residence was 
remodelled apd in 1877 the Villa 
came int^ existence. During the 
following ten years, which saw 
the settlement of Pasadena and 
the gradual planting of the coun¬ 
try to oranges and grapes, weal¬ 
thy guests from Europe and the 
eastern states visited Sierra Mad¬ 
re Villa, and its fame a.s u sum¬ 
mer resort spread. 

Many of the first settlers of 
this community were attracted to 
Sierra Madre through reports of 
the inn and through visits to it. 
The Barnes family, which was 
ponsible for the settling of

SLOWER THAN SEVEN-YEAR ITCH 
(Claremont Courier) 

R UNNING a business in which you can 
neither increase nor lower the price of 
service without consent of the state railroad 
commission has its drawbacks. 

It was about a yeai' ago when Carl Lor- 
beer asked that commission for a hearing 
relative to a change in telephone rates for 
his system, which includes Claremont. In 
its own good time such a hearing was called. 
There were several, in fact, the last being 
March 17. Not a word from the commis¬ 
sion yet as to a decision. 

State supervision of charge of seiwice 
by corporations is conceded to be sensible 
and practical. But not with a commission 
that allows the dust of ages to settle on the 
tomes of the investigation before it can ren¬ 
der a decision. On March 17, or ^oon after, 
the commission had the testimony—the in¬ 
formation—pro and con. W’hat Lorbeer had 
in mind was a change in rates to app^y’^ to 
the present generation—not for its grand¬ 
children. 

A similar instance was an application to 
the same commission by a Pomona taxicab 
company for permission to establish taxi 
service between Pomona and Claremont. It 
was opposed by the P. E., which has street 
car seiwice. The P. E. was yet a survivor 
when the decision was rendered but the 
taxi company had succumbed. 

We need a railroad commission which can 
decide as well as conduct a hearing, and an¬ 
nounce such decision within the memory of 
those who make application.

IMPROVING ON NATURE 

(Puente Jouraal) 

I T is not entirely within the province of 
man to improve on nature, but now and 
then evideirces come to light to show that 
modern engineering is pretty much on the 
job. An instance: Workmen are putting in 
the Puddingstone dam. The great amount 
of the fill, in fact all except the top dressing 
of a foot and a half or two feet is of com¬ 
mon, old-fashioned California dirt. Special 
devices crush and tamp the dirt, and it is 
soaked down with water before another 
layer is placed and rolled. Stones are hauled 
away from the fill and placed at the edge 
of the huge retaining wall. 

The dam is being made a foot and a half 
or two feet v.ider than the finished wall 
will be and it was thought that workmen 
would be able to use a shovel in trimming 
the dam down to its proper proportions. In¬ 
stead, it was found that the fill was more 
solid than the hills which were placed thou¬ 
sands of years ago by Mother Nature. So, 
it appears in this way, there has been at 
least one improvement on nature.
